The appeal brief is defective because the applicant has failed to properiv aroue the claims in accordance with the aroupina 
of the claims. The applicant stated that claims 25, 36. 37 and 38 do not stand or fall tooether for the double patenting 
reiection. The applicant, however, failed to aroue why claims 25, 36. 37 and 38 are separately patentable. Additionally, the 
applicant stated that, for the double patenting rejection, claims 20. 21 stand or fall together and that claims 22-24 stand or 
fall together. The applicant, however, failed to argue why the two groups of claims 20, 21 and 22-24 are separately 
patentable. Finally, the applicant has not properly argued the claims under a separately heading for each issue. For 
example, with respect to claim 37, the applicant argues three issues under one heading. See page 16 of the brief The 
applicant should provide arguments for all of the claims that were reiected under 102(b) under one heading. In other words, 
the separate arguments for claims 37 and 36 should be placed under the first heading on page 1 1 of the brief. 
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
